“Police, open up!” 

“Keep your hands where we can see 
them!” 

These two phrases greeted a Dry 
Ridge man and a couple when they were 
rousted out of their apartments around 
4:45 a.m. on July 9 after an undercover 
sting at a Dry Ridge factory netted five 
drug-related arrests. 

Deputies with the Grant County 
Sheriff’s Office, troopers with the 
Kentucky State Police and Dry Ridge 
Police Chief Rick Kells served the arrest 
warrants before dawn following a five- 


week investigation at Dana 
Corporation. 

Grant County Sheriff Chuck Dills 
said officials at Dana, a manufacturer of 
axles and auto parts, approached him in 
late May after the company had received 
calls from employee’s families about 
possible dmg transactions and dmg use. 

Dills said his office had received 


similar calls over the past year, but 
hadn’t been able to verify the com¬ 
plaints. 

Dills met with Dana executives and 
planned a strategy, which included send¬ 
ing a new hire at the sheriff’s office into 
the plant undercover as an employee.

Crittenden budget passes without cuts

While most governmental bud¬ 
gets are getting slashed, there are 
slight increases in estimated reve¬ 
nues and appropriations in 
Crittenden’s 2012-13 budget. 

The budget, which takes effect 
July 1, was passed by Crittenden 
City Council on June 5. 

“Overall, I feel fine about the 
budget,” said Mayor James 
Livingood. “We feel like we can 
stay within it. We have no problems 
with it.” 

In the general fund, there are 
$670,300 in appropriations, an 
increase of $19,250 from the cur¬ 


rent year’s budget. 

The amount budgeted for police 
protection ($182,000) and fire pro¬ 
tection ($45,000) remains the 
same. 

However, there are increases in 
appropriations of $10,250 for pub¬ 
lic works, $5,000 for trash and 
$4,000 for general government. 

“We have contracts with the 
volunteer fire department,” 
Livingood said. “We have contracts 
with the sheriff’s office for police 
protection. We have a contract with 
Grant County Fiscal Court in refer¬ 
ence to snow removal. Those are all 
pretty well set in stone. Basically, 
all we deal with then is the general 
government things and public

works. I try to keep it within reason 
and it seems to work out well.” 

The estimated revenue for the 
2012-13 budget increased by 
$22,250 for a total of $667,450. 
The biggest revenue source in 


the general fund is $327,200 from 
property taxes, an increase of 
$17,500 from this year’s budget. 

The amount the city estimates 
will be brought in from licenses and 
permits ($235,200) also increased 
by $4,750 from the current budget. 

The remaining revenue will 
come from intergovernmental, san¬ 
itation/trash fees and miscellaneous 
categories that are projected to bring 
in the same money as the 2011-12 
budget. 

City officials are anticipating 
that approximately $2.12 million 
will remain from reserves after the 
end of the next fiscal year. 

“We’re pretty comfortable with 
what we’ve got,” Livingood said.

Ky. statistic 
is embarrassing 

All too often we see headlines in Kentucky like this one: 

“Another child dies after being left in a hot car.” 

It’s embarrassing - not to mention often deadly - for the 
young victims of such egregious adult irresponsibility. 

Recently, the scenario was repeated again in London where 
a father said he got distracted and left his young son in a hot 
car for two hours. Fortunately, the youngster survived. 

But just days before, a Louisville area infant wasn’t so 
lucky. His distracted parent left him in a hot car for hours and 
the child died. 

We have to wonder if any more Kentucky children will die 
needlessly over the next few days because they were left in a 
hot car - either by an adult who didn’t know any better or one 
without their thinking cap on. 

It’s called heat stroke. But the medical term is hyperthermia 
and the Department of Geosciences at San Francisco State 
University has been tracking hyperthermia deaths of children 
in vehicles nationally since 1998. All of the data is displayed 
on a website - http://ggweather.com/heat. 

The statistics and facts are grim - mostly because such 
deaths are 100 percent preventable. From 1998 through the 
present, 533 children have died in vehicles nationally from 
hyperthermia. Fourteen of those deaths occurred in Kentucky. 
There’s an average of 38 such deaths annually in the country, 
SFSU reports. Six kids, including the one in Kentucky, have 
died so far this year. 

In fact, there’s been at least one child-in-a-hot-vehicle heat 
stroke death in Kentucky annually from present day right on 
back through 2004. 

Sadly, that makes Kentucky a near leader in this horrible, 
horrible category. But we badly trail Texas where 80 children 
have died from heat stroke in hot vehicles since 1998, accord¬ 
ing to SFSU’s website. And Florida has recorded 58 such 
deaths. Of course, both states have much larger populations 
and warmer climates than does Kentucky. 

But Kentucky’s total since SFSU began its recording keep¬ 
ing is 11th highest total in the nation. We should be ashamed. 

SFSU reports that an examination of media reports about 
the child vehicular heat stroke deaths for the period 1998 
through 2011 reveals that: 

-52 percent of the children were forgotten by their care¬ 
giver 

-30 percent were children playing in an unattended vehi¬ 
cle 

—17 percent of the children were left intentionally by an 
adult 

— 1 percent of the circumstances were unknown 

Kentucky has seen victims from each of the top three rea¬ 
sons. 

So what’s the answer? SFSU has some recommendations: 

1. Never leave a child unattended in a vehicle - not even for 
a minute. 

2. If you see an unattended child in a hot vehicle, call 911 
immediately. 

3. Always make sure all occupants in your vehicle leave 
when unloading. Don’t overlook sleeping babies! 

4. Keep a stuffed animal in the carseat and when the child 
is put in the seat, place the animal in the front with the driver. 

5. Or place your purse or briefcase in the back seat as a 
reminder that you left your child in the car. 

6. Have a plan that your childcare provider will call you if 
your child doesn’t show up. 

And here’s some interesting food for thought. 

These days, child car seats go in the back seat because air¬ 
bags in the front seat are dangerous to young children. But in 
the three-year period from 1990 to 1992, before airbags 
became popular, SFSU says there were only 11 known hyper¬ 
thermia deaths nationally. But in the three-year period from 
2009 to 2011, when most young children are now placed in the 
backseat, there’s been 118 known fatalities from car-related 
heat stroke - a 10-fold increase from the early 1990s. 

If your child rides in a backseat child restraint seat, resolve 
today to figure out a simple but fool-proof system for making 
sure you never forget your child in a hot vehicle. Your little 
bundle of joy deserves nothing less.

Moms make tough choices 


L ike most kids, 
my daughter 
has her battle 
with the run of the mill 
sicknesses that every 
child gets. It was a Friday 
night like any other, my 
daughter was running 
around and I was trying to 
get her settled down for 
bed but it was Friday so I 
normally let her stay up a 
little later. I got her set¬ 
tled into bed, spent a little 
time to myself then it was 
off to bed for me it had 
been a long week and I 
needed a good nights 
sleep. 

Fate had other plans 
for me that night though, 
about 2:30 a.m. I woke up 
to my daughter scream¬ 
ing, saying her head was 
hot, mind you that she 
was fine when I put her to 
bed just a few hours 
before. A mother knows 
their child’s cry and 
something was wrong. I 
took her temperature, it 
was 103. Great, it was 
going to be a long rest of 
the night for me. 

Cadence has this nasty 
tendency to do that to me, 
She’ll spike a fever in an 
hour. I gave her some 
Tylenol and prayed that 
broke her fever and told 
her to try to get some 
sleep. I dozed until about 
7:30 a.m. worrying and 
trying my best not to

oversleep. I took her to 
the doctor where he said 
she had an infection and 
allergies, gave her an 
antibiotic and some aller¬ 
gy medicine and sent us 
on our way. I thought no 
big deal get her home, get 
her to rest, start her on the 
medicine and she’ll be 
back to her happy little 
self. 

Think again. Her fever 
spiked to 
104. Great, 
not going to 
be a good 
night either. 

So I tried to 
wait it out 
still worry¬ 
ing but not to 
much. I’ve 
handled 
countless 
bruises, 
bumps, ear 
infections, 
fevers, colds, 
road rash and 
a black eye 
in her six 
years. I can pretty much 
handle anything when it 
comes to Cadence and 
nobody knows her like I 
do. So I didn’t think to 
much of it. 

However, when she 
woke up at 3 a.m. Sunday 
morning throwing up and 
crying and couldn’t hold 
anything down and her 
fever spiked to 104.5 I 
started to worry more. 
When she couldn’t hold 
down Sprite and crackers, 
I knew I had to do some¬ 
thing. So at 4 in the morn¬ 
ing off to the hospital we 
went. I kept my cool but 
inside I was panicked. As 
a mother all these thoughts 


run through your head. 

I started to think back 
and she hadn’t run this 
high a fever since she was 
6-months-old and was 
having seizures, that made 
my foot step a little hard¬ 
er on the gas on the to the 
hospital. All the while I 
hated to see her suffer, 
knowing there wasn’t 
anything I could do to 
take away the pain. The 
doctor came 
in and like 
most doc¬ 
tors, I 
thought he 
was arro¬ 
gant and 
young. 

So I told 
him what 
was going 
on like I 
had done 
about five 
time before 
to the nurs¬ 
es, not hav¬ 
ing much 
faith that he 
would be able to figure 
out what was going on 
and why she was running 
such a high fever. 

Kinda funny how that 
works, tell 10 different 
people what is going on, 
hoping you don’t leave 
anything out in the wee 
hours of the morning is a 
recipe for disaster. He 
told me that their was 
nothing he could give me 
for her fever and that he 
doesn’t get concerned 
with fevers unless they 
reach 105.7. At that point, 
livid does not begin to 
describe what I was feel¬ 
ing. He told me not in so 
many words that I didn’t 


need to take her to the 
doctor every time she ran 
a fever and that I was 
overreacting. Which may 
be true, but I also know 
my daughter. I don’t take 
her to the doctor every 
time she has a runny nose 
or a little cough, I take 
her when I think she’s not 
going to get any better. 

Granted I know that he 
was only doing his job, I 
was tired and it was five 
in the morning but he 
made me feel about two 
inches tall. So at about 6 
a.m. Sunday morning, 
Cadence passed out, it 
had truly been a long 
weekend and one that I 
don’t intend on repeating 
anytime soon. So off to 
bed I went, my bed was 
whispering my name and 
it never felt so good to 
just sleep. 

As I drifted off to 
sleep, I wondered if I had 
just panicked or did I 
really do the right thing. 
That doctor made me sec¬ 
ond guess myself as a 
mother. Being responsible 
for another human being 
is something nobody is 
really ever prepared for, 
no matter how much you 
think you are. 

I’m not a doctor or a 
nurse but I am a good 
mother and I know my 
daughter better than I 
know myself. Maybe it’s 
because she is a clone of 
myself or maybe it’s 
because we share a bond 
that only a mother and 
daughter can share.

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DOWN AND DIRTY 

Fear not, bamboo 
can be controlled 

M ost of us have learned to fear bamboo. 

I used to think that the only good 
place for them was in planting beds 
that were smack-dab-in-the-middle of parking 
lots.. .no chance of a runner reaching your garden 
in that case. 

It’s the horror stories that stick with us. We 
usually only hear about the invasive claims about 
bamboo and how it escaped a neighbor’s yard 
only to take over your prized perennial bed. Well, 
anything left unchecked can become a problem 
and there are ways to contain invasive bamboos; 
and some that don’t even need it. So it seems, 
unless you’re a bamboo enthusiast most of us 
ignore the options out of fear or ignorance. We 
should start to reexamine the idea of using bamboo 
in the garden. 

Runners and dumpers 

Basically, there are two different categories of 
bamboo: runners and dumpers. Bamboos that 
have running rhizomes are considered leptomorphic 
and these are the species that have the potential to 
be more invasive. The types of bamboo that have 
a tendency to be most invasive include the Sasa 
and Indocalamus species. Stay clear of those 
unless you have a larger area that is in need of a 
steadfast ground cover. And, consider the fact that 
these clumps often attract starlings as an evening 
roost.. .this alone deters me. 

The clump-forming bamboos are pachymorphic 
and are less invasive and easier to contain 
depending on the growing conditions. Poor soil 
that stays on the dry side and a shady location are 
good growing conditions if you want to slow the 
spread of bamboo. A common bamboo in 
Kentuckiana gardens that is easy to grow and 
maintain (contain) includes Pleioblastus variegates, 
also called arundinaria. It reaches two to three feet 
and has variegated green 
and white foliage-(this is 
not to be confused with 
arundo grass.) 

Controlling bamboo 
can be done in several 
ways. Bamboo will do 
well enough in dry shade, 
which will act as a growth 
inhibitor making the 
planting less invasive. 
Simply keeping the edges 
of the bamboo planting 
mowed also is a great 
method for containment. 

If you plant yellow 
groove bamboo or 
equisetum (loved by many 
because of their colorful culms, or canes; but 
feared by more because of their rampant running 
behavior) use a more permanent containment 
approach. These bamboos should be planted in an 
area where they cannot extend their runners 
beyond a certain point, edged by a driveway, 
walkway or building. 

Growth, then starvation 

For larger areas bamboo enthusiasts suggest 
driving metal edging around the planting. Sink 
the edging at an angle, about a foot deep, so that 
the runners cannot radiate out of the designated 
area. 

Often, the question comes in on how to get rid 
of a patch of bamboo that has already grown 
above and beyond the desired effect. Ironically 
enough, the suggested control method encourages 
us to first fertilize the bamboo bed to encourage 
additional growth. The idea behind this approach 
is to encourage as much growth as possible so we 
can exhaust the bamboo and then starve it out. 

Getting rid of bamboo takes commitment. 
Herbicides don’t work so don’t waste your money. 
Instead, keep cutting back what emerges and 
fertilize a couple of times to encourage additional 
growth. Then cut it back again before it has a 
chance to photosynthesize and feed itself. 
Likewise, in a planting bed that you do want to 
keep, pinch any new growth that emerges from 
outside of the desired planting area and it will help 
to contain the planting.

Pray for the 
SAP graduates 

L ast month, I received my first-ever 
invitation to speak at a graduation 
ceremony. As I told the graduates 
that day, I guess this puts me in a class with 
Oprah Winfrey, Bill Gates and Hillary 
Clinton. 

Well, not quite. Turns out they deliver their 
speeches at prestigious and expensive universi¬ 
ties and I delivered mine to the 10 graduates of 
the Substance Abuse Program (SAP) at the 
Grant County Detention Center. I doubt that 
Oprah, Bill or Hillary would ever show up for 
this graduation but for me, there is no place that 
I would rather be. 

SAP is one of those rare programs that 
works because it manages to find the right bal¬ 
ance between the law enforcement obligations 
of criminal incarceration and the necessary 
spiritual healing process of addiction recovery. 
The SAP program administrators and the jailer 
work as a team 
with a common 
interest - to ensure 
that criminal 
offenders do their 
time while receiv¬ 
ing the best treat¬ 
ment possible that 
will give them a 
hope shot of beat¬ 
ing their addiction 
and becoming pro¬ 
ductive members 
of society when 
they get out. 

Make no mistake - using addicts and drink¬ 
ing alcoholics are dangerous to family, friends 
and society and we all need to be protected 
from them. But free from the grips of their 
addiction, these same persons are capable of 
great acts of redemption and renewal. 

Thanks to the SAP, those 10 graduates have 
been given the tools they need to find a new 
way to five and to leave the life of addiction - 
of lying, cheating and stealing - of jails, institu¬ 
tions and death - behind them forever. But as I 
told them, they are now moving from the zoo 
(in jail) into the wild (life outside jail) - and 
that’s the most dangerous place for an addict or 
alcoholic to be. So let’s keep them in our 
prayers - they’ll need all of God’s help they 
can get. And the good news is - they know it!

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Illegal alien indicted after arrest

A 34-year-old undocu¬ 
mented alien living in Dry 
Ridge was indicted June 28 
for illegally entering the 
U.S. for a second time. 

A federal grand jury in 
London returned an indict¬ 
ment charging Leonel 
Lopez-Limon with illegal 
re-entry. 

Lopez-Limon, a Mexican 
citizen, was previously con¬ 
victed of committing an 
aggravated felony on Feb. 
22, 2010, in Carroll Circuit 
Court in Carrollton for theft 


of a controlled substance 
and theft of a legend drug. 

Under the alias, Christian 
Rosendo Lopez, he was 
subsequently removed from 
the United States as a result 
of that felony conviction on 
Oct. 5, 2010 near 

Brownsville, Texas. 

Lopez-Limon was dis¬ 
covered again in Grant 
County on May 5, 2012 
after immigration officials 
received information from 
the Grant County Detention 
Center of the arrest of a 
foreign-born national on 
multiple counts of failure to 
appear in court. 


He was put in Immigration 
and Customs Enforcement 
(ICE) as of June 8 at the 
Boone County Detention 
Center in Burlington, pend¬ 
ing deportation. 

If convicted, Lopez- 
Limon faces up to 20 years 
in prison, a $250,000 fine 
and three years supervised 
release. 

The investigation preced¬ 
ing the indictment was con¬ 
ducted by ICE. 

The indictment was pre¬ 
sented to the grand jury by 
Assistant U.S. Attorney 
Anthony Bracke. 


New concealed laws take effect July 12

If you own a home or a 
business, you won’t need a 
concealed weapons permit 
after July 12. 

After the General 
Assembly passed House Bill 
484 86 -5 and the Senate 
followed by a vote of 36-1, 
Kentucky Governor Steve 
Beshear signed the bill into 
law on April 11. 

The bill was endorsed by 
the National Rifle 
Association and received 36 
sponsors from both 


Democrats and 

Republicans. 

The law requires a con¬ 
ceal carry license unless the 
person owns or leases the 
property or is the grandpar¬ 
ent, parents or child of the 
owner and has the owner’s 
permission. The person must 
be the sole proprietor of the 
business to carry a concealed 
gun without a license on the 
business property. 

“I don’t know that a lot 
of people knew about this 
law saying you couldn’t. 
Basically, this just cleans up 
the language,” said Grant 


County Sheriff Chuck Dills. 

Bills passed by the legis¬ 
lature generally become law 
90 days after a session 
ends. 

Other laws that take 
effect on July 12 include: 

• Senate Bill 32 estab¬ 
lishes a statewide emergen¬ 
cy alert system for those 
suspected for injuring a 
police officer. 

• House Bill 421 allows 
homeowners a five-day 
grace period to opt out of 
roofing contracts if an insur¬ 
ance policy doesn’t cover 
the construction. 


Kinmon receives EPSB reprimand 


Ron K. Kinmon Jr., the 
former director of operations 
for the Grant County School 
District, had his teaching cer¬ 
tificate suspended by the 
Kentucky Education 
Professional Standards Board 
for seven days beginning June 
15, 2012. 

Kinmon resigned his posi¬ 
tion from the district on June 
20,2011, after a sexual harass¬ 
ment complaint was filed 
against him by a bus driver. 

The EPSB also ruled that 
Kinmon’s license would be 


reinstated if he completed the 
following: 

• provide written evidence 
to the board he completed 12 
hours of professional devel¬ 
opment/training in ethics and 
sexual harassment, paid for at 
his own expense. 

• provide written evidence 
from a mental health profes¬ 
sional that he is fit to return to 
a school leadership or class¬ 
room position and has com¬ 
pleted any recommended 
counseling. 

• reimburse Grant County 


Schools $687.16. 

If he fails to satisfy any of 
the conditions, his certificate 
shall remain suspended until 
all are met. 

The EPSB also mled that 
Kinmon be on probation for 
five years and not be disci¬ 
plined by any school district 
for conduct as deemed a vio¬ 
lation of KRS 161.120. If he 
violates the condition, his cer¬ 
tificate would automatically 
be suspended for two years 
and his employer could seek 
additional sanctions.

“We had just hired Tony Stigers from 
Carroll County and he had previous experi¬ 
ence in narcotics so we made the decision for 
him to work undercover at Dana,” Dills said. 

Stigers began working on the plant’s 
assembly line but was moved to a janitorial 
position to allow him more access inside the 
facility. 

“Within the first week, he began to identify 
possible drug transactions inside the plant as 
well as outside in the parking lot during 
employee breaks,” Dills said. 

Dills said only top executives at Dana 
were aware of Stigers identity. 

“This was for safety reasons. The less 
number of who were aware then the more 
success we would have,” Dills said. 

Those charged Monday include: 

• Jesse Deaton, 31, of Dry Ridge - charged 
with trafficking in a controlled substance first 
degree. 

• Larry Cox, 24, of Cordova - charged 
with three counts of trafficking in a controlled 
substance first degree. 

• James Lindsey, 30, of Dry Ridge - 
charged with trafficking in a controlled sub¬ 
stance first degree. 

• Michelle Lindsey, 43, of Dry Ridge - 


complicity to traffic a controlled substance. 

• Crystal J. Flores, 35, of Williamstown - 
trafficking in a controlled substance first 
degree. 

Police also went to the Dana plant on 
Monday afternoon and interviewed six 
employees that Stigers identified as having 
used drugs while working. 

Dills said those individuals were given a 
drug test on site and placed on suspension 
awaiting the results of the drug tests. 

“All of those individuals admitted to us 
that they either used narcotics at the plant or 
prior to going to work,” Dills said. 

Dills said the operation went smoothly. 

“We accomplished what we wanted by 
getting people who are selling drugs off the 
street and Dana, which as a zero tolerance for 
drug use, accomplished their main goal to 
provide a safe workplace,” Dills said. 

Dills was quick to give credit to Dana for 
contacting him. 

“It’s unusual for a business to come to us, 
but the work they do at that facility, well, pills 
and that type of work don’t mix,” Dills said. 
“If it weren’t for Dana’s cooperation we could 
never have done what we did in such a short 
time.” 

Those arrested on Monday were lodged in 
the Grant County Detention Center. 


Death row inmate stays in county 

The Grant County Detention Center was the temporary home to a death row inmate 
last week. 

Roger Epperson, an inmate at the Eddieville State Prison arrived at the Grant County 
Detention Center at 1 p.m. on July 5 to be deposed by the Attorney General’s Office. He 
left Grant County on July 6. 

According to a press release issued by Grant County Jailer Terry Peeples, the facility 
was placed on lockdown while Epperson was in custody there. Peeples, Major Richard 
Clise, Capt. Mike Webster and Lt. Steven Skinner remained at the jail during Epperson’s 
stay. 

The press release said Epperson’s stay was “quiet, uneventful, with no problems.”
